It 
is also necessary to assure a continual low incidence af tuberculosis and other 
infections diseases. It is estimated thet the development of the entire pro- | 
grem will require a minimum of three months. 

Child Placement (Foster Home Program)

meny of the "children of the streets" who have taken to a life of aimless 
existence and are experimenting eit Woce nda hes children away from the city 
es farms and fishing villages, where they may be apt to more readily mend 
their ways under neture’s influence, 

A well plenned child plecement program (foster homes) for orphaned and/or 
deserted children is to be commended, but a word of caution is necessary at 
this time.

Insect and Rodent Sontrol 

Numerous cities are currently conducting prograns of rodent poisoning 
using Antu with flour or rise meal as bait, Programs were observed in Tokyo, 
Aomori and Niigata: varying degrees of success were being achieved, commen 


surate with the skill used in mixing and sitting out the baits. 


Typhus Control 

Two-day training courses in louse-borne typhus fever and its control 
were conducted in Sapporo and Akita City for health officers of Hokkaido and 
theTohoku region respeotively>» Health officers of subordinate administrative 
units also attended, 

Special emphasis was placed upon educating the Japanese public in louse 
eontrol methods not invloving the useé of ppt, This was done not because of 
any shortage of DDE but to counteract a tendensy to rely upon it as a euree 
all, while neglecting other simple, common sense measures, DDT is regarded 
as en effective agent, particularly valuable in case of an actual or impond- 


ing epidemic, 


Yenereal Disease Gontrol 

The venereal disease control officer in the Welfare Ministry has been 
directed to eontinue efforts to establish venereal disease control elinics 
in health centers through-out the prefectures, and to use national hospitals 
for venereal disease in-patients. 

The medical and epidemiologic inadequacies of the system of routine 


exemination of prostitutes were stressed in order that clinicians will in
